TRADE OF SOUTH

Vast Scheme Just Launched to Be
Operated in Connection With

Panama Canal.

TRANSPORTATION COMPANY

(Spelliti to The Tltnofl-DlepätCH.)
NEW YOniC, June lê.-I.otig before the

congressional controversy concerning tho
wisdom of using the Panama or Nlcu-
rngiinii routes for a canal, a number of
far-seeing men were quietly and con¬
servatively perfecting plan» for a partial
«olmi.m of the ''isthmus Problem."
To Ih'.ctn the eventual completion of tho

canal wan no bugbear, for their methods
embodied new systems of combined rail
and water transportation and new avenues

for the upbuilding of export nnd Import
trade, which would be adjunclive rather
than antagonistic to the great advantages
of the Isthmus canal.
During the preliminary period of this

vaut enterprise, while the highest engi¬
neering skill was engaged In the multitude
of Its detail/", and while the governments
of tho United States. Mexico nnd Orcat
Britain were granting concessions and
privileges, every effort was made to nvoid
publicity, such uctlon being duo to a

wish to symmetrically build the founda¬
tion of this far-reaching movement before
having public attention directed to Its
enormous scope of action.

Corporation Formed.
The Klnanclni Ago give« the first pub¬

lic Information concerning this great en¬
terprise.
Ifrom an official the following general

facts were Kìeoned:
A transport corporation hns been formed

.with 10,000,000 capitalisation, and has ob¬
tained concessions, grant» and rights
from the United States. Mexico and firent
Britain for ¡? long period of year», which
enables It to have extraordinary oppor¬
tunities In tbo development of the trade
of the United States with all nation.«,,
and especially South America, Central
America and Mexico, our own colonial
possessions. England mid the Orient.
Omitting technical details, tlíé general

H*opo of action of this enterprise Is ns

follows:
1. To own a large number of specially

constructed railroad fast-freight cars.
2. To own a line of specially constructed

freight steamships.
3. To create an enormous volume of ad¬

ditional export and Import trade, which it
is Impracticable to reach out for' under
present conditions, but entirely feasible
under the new avenues of Influence to be
established.
The plan of operation can be more

easily understood by giving a concrete
example. Suppose Mr. Doe Is a manu¬
facturer In either Birmingham. "Memphis,
Montgomery. Nashville, Chattanooga.
Atlanta, Houston, Louisville, Blchmond,
Chicago, Kansas City or other points.
Ho loads his goods on a oar belonging.to
the transport company, which corporation'
then and there, at his own door, pay« him
cash for the goods. The car Is hauled
over one of the existing lines of railroads
to either Mohlle, Pensncola, New' Orleans
or Galveston. At the port, by means of
specially devised mechanical apparatus,
tho car body In skidded off its trucks
and slide*, into the hold of the transport
company's steamship, through the stern
of the vessel, which has space for 120
car bodies.

Value of New Scheme.
Now, suppose that the goods In Mr.

Doe's car had previously been sold by»thc
transport company's resident representa¬
tive ¡n Lima, Peru. The vessai at Mo¬
bile, for Instance, would take thc car

body to a port in Mexico, where It Is
skidded nn to other car trucks and run

across a railroad (now completed at a

cost of $_*0.00"i.(>00) to thc Mexican-Pacific
port, where the car body is again re¬

moved from its trucks, slid Into a trans¬
port vessel, and landed at a port In Peru,
to again resume its journey by rail to tne
inland city of that country.
Thus, without unloading tho contents of

the car until it arrives at its destination,!
It is evident that there Is an enormous
saving In the present cost of unloading,
saving of time, saving of breakage and
damage and saving of*cost of haul (by
reason of ownership of cars) on the rail¬
road portion of the Journey. To such
combined economies must bo added the
extraordinary advantages accruing from'
the direct punchase and sale of goods and
development of new trade.
On the return trip a similar first-hand

purchase secures goods In the foreign
town or city, and delivery Is made to the
Importer In an inland city or port of the
United States.

GRANDSON OF SWEDISH KING

Royal Wedding at --Windsor Yes¬
terday Was Very Bril¬

liant Affair.

GATHERING MOST IMPOSING

Majority of Reigning Familie., of
Europe Were Repre¬

sented.

the scene of rnahy historic events, par¬
ticularly during tho relgn of the late
Queen ?????G??, wns In holiday attire to¬

day for the wedding of Princess "Marga¬
ret, of Connnught, eldest daughter of the
Duke of Connaught, to Prince Gustnvu*·
Adolphus, eldest son of Crown Prince
Gustnvus. of Sweden, all the arrange¬
ments for which were made under the
personal direction of King Edward.
Throughout the morning a procession

of royal trains proceeded from London
to ?\??(???G, carrying representatives of
most of tho royal familles of Europe and
forming one of the most Imposing gather¬
ings since the king'« coronation. Mag¬
nificent summer weather greeted the
young couple and showed the pretty town
of ????aß?G at Its best.

Scene in St. George's.
The scene In St. George's Chapel, which

was not decorated except for scattered
flowers, was brilliant, being ablaze with
uniforms nnd decorations nnd ladles In
full court dress, with coronets or tiaras
and wearing many Jewels. Shortly after
the guests were seated, the bridegroom
mado his nppenrance, accompanied by
his supporters. Princes Eugene and Wil¬
liam, of Sweden, with the gentlemen m
attendance.
Tho bridegroom wns followed by the

royal party. Including King Edward,

Queen Alexandra, Princess Victoria, the
crown prince and crown princess of Swe¬
den, the Duchess of Connaught, the
Prince of Wales, the Landgrave of Hesse,
the grand duke and grand duchess t*t
Baden and the khédive of Egypt, all ac¬

companied by brilliant suites.
As Elgar's imperial march was played

on the organ, the princess, on the arm of
her father, passed frani the castle to the"
chapel. She was mct*at the entrance by
the lord chamberlain and the brides¬
maids, Princess Patricia of Connaught,
and her sister; Princess Victoria of Bat-
tenburg, Princess Mary of Wales "and
Princess Beatrice of Saxe-Coburg. The
bridal party passed, up the aisle, pre¬
ceded by the choir, singing "When the
God of Old/' to the chancel where a

quarter of a century ago the bride's
mother and father went through the
same ceremony.
The archbishop of Canterbury, assisted

by tho bishop of Oxford, and others, read
the simple service of the Church of
England.

The Wedding Dress.
Thè wedding dress was a cloud of pure

white Irish lace posed. over white satin
and strewn with garlands of orange blos¬
soms and myrtles.-,.*The corsage was cut-
low and there was the regulation court
train. The bride carried a simple bou¬
quet, consisting of a sheath of Madonna
lilies tied with white satin, the effect
being both simple and natural.
After the ceremony the members of

the royal families returned to the castle,
where luncheon was served. Thc wed¬
ding cake, which formed tho center pleco
of the table, was five feet ln height, con¬
sisting of threo tiers, the lower tier be¬
ing three feet in diameter. Overhanging
each tier were four balconies, beneath
which were figures, modelled In sugar,
bearing what, the symbol of "plenty."
The tiers were borne by four silver Gre¬
cian columns, and on tho top of the cake
was a draped female figure supporting a
porcelaine vnse, from which hung gar¬
lands of natural flowers.
